HAWKER TELLS 
OF OCEAN FLIGHT 


Continued from First Page. 


of course, at once lost sight of the 
sea. 
Heavy Cloud Banks. 

“The sky was quite clear for the 
first four hours, when the visibility 
becnmme very bad. Heavy cloud 
banks were encountered and even- 
tually we flew into a heavy storm 
with rain squalls. 

“At this time we were flying well 
above the clouds at a height of 


about 15,000 feet. 

“About five and one-half hours 
out, owing to the choking of the 
filter, the temperature of the water 
cooling our engine started to rise, 
but after coming down severual 
thousand feet we overcame this dif- 
ficulty. Everything went well for 
another few hours when once again 
the circulation system became 
choked and the temperature of the 
water rose to the boiling point. 


“We of course realized that until 
the pipe was cleared we could not 
rise much higher without using a 
lot of motor power. When we were 
about 12% hours on our way the 
circulation system was still giving 
us trouble, and we realized that we 
could not go on using up our mo- 
tor power. 

“Then it was that we reached the 
first fateful decision to play for 
safety. We changed our course and 
began flying diagonally across the 
main shipping lane for about two 
and a half hours, when, to our great 
relief, we sighted a Danish steamer 
which proved to be the tramp Mary. 

“We sent up our very light dis- 
tress signals. These were answered 
promptly and then we flew on about 
two miles and landed in the water 
ahead of the steamer.”

She statement made by Dr. C. A. 
Prosser, director of vocational edu- 
cation at Washington, in an ad- 
dress before the Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ convention of Georgia in ses- 
sion here today. 

Dr. Prosser made the only address 
of-an intensive business meeting of 
the association, which ‘completed 
its; program in morning and after- 
noon Sessions, preparatory to the 
opening of the American Cotton 
Manufacturers’ association conven- 
tion Tuesday morning. 

Schools Are Urged. 

It was in the course of an ad- 
dress advocating the establishment 
of part-time schools in all the tex- 

le communities of Georgia that the 


| speaker took his stand on the em- 


ployment of child labor. A half- 
day shift of five hours was sug- 
gested, with at least three hours’ 
schooling per day, this to be com- 
pulsory. 

As the situation now stands, the 
parents of children are employed 


|in the mills, leaving the children idle 


and open to vicious habits, unless 
definitely employed in the mills or 
in school. All schooling for chil- 
dren up to 16 years of age with no 
chance to learn work and earn by 
learning is as bad as-@ll work and no 
chance to learn schooling. In the 
past the latter idea has led to an 
attempt at federal regulation. 

The reaction against this regula- 
tion has resulted in the great ma- 
jority of children under 16 being 
left absolutely withowt work,” said 
Dr. Prosser. “Properly regulated 
work under reasonable conditions 
to many children is as necessary as 
schooling. The solution of this 
difficulty lies in a scheme of part- 
time education permitting five hours 
work and requiring schooling for 
not more than three hours.” 


Vocational Education. 


The question of vocational edu- 
cation as presented to the meeting 
was referred to a special committee 
On education with instructions to 
investigate the departments recom- 
mendations and submit a report to 
the executive committee for further 
action. The present convention is 
the 19th annual meeting of the cot- 
ton manufacturers of Georgia, Pres- 
ident R. C. Freeman, of West Point 
presided. In his annual report he an- 
nounced that the past year has 
been the best in the history of the 
association, with an enrollment of 
110 member mills, the largest on 
record.

Buchanan, chair- 
man of the city executive commit- 
tee, who came with Mrs. Buchanan 
and offered congratulations to the 
women who were on hand. John 
Y. Smith, who some time ago stated 
that he would introduce a bill into 
the legislature giving women the 
right to vote on school matters, 
dropped in for a few minutes, and 
Edgar Neely, head of the School Im- 
provement association, came in also, 
stating that his wife would register 
later in the day. 

Many school teachers came by the 
offices after school hours, including 
® large number of principals and 
grade teachers. They were among 
the most eager of the registrants. 

Most Women Give Ayre. 

The registration was the simplest 
proceeding imaginable, requiring no 
more than giving one’s name and 
address, and parting with a dollar. 
Some, however, took the precaution 
to read through the oath before 
signing. The registration slips for 
the women are exactly like those for 
the men, but it is not customary to 
ask a woman her age as with the 
men. Occasionally the clerk would 
forget the difference in sex and, af- 
ter putting down the street number, 
would say, “Age?” One woman a@an- 
swered, ‘‘Over age,” but for the most 
part the applicants were game and 
would give the exact number of 
years, when it was asked; that is, 
as far as anyone was able to judge. 
In most instances the age line was 
left blank, 

Mrs. Gordon Burnett made use of 
her car during the. noon hour to call 
for a number of girls who have only 
a short period for dunch, and who 
had expressed to her their desire 
to register the ‘first day. Miss 
Raoul was also most generous in 
placing her car at the disposal of 
those who found it inconvenient to 
get to the courthouse Monday.

Then she explained 
that her husband had said she 
must go to work if she was going 
to vote. “So I am going right up 
to the nurses’ register to enlist 
again,” she added. “I was a nurse 
before I was married. Yes, mv hus- 
band absolutely means what he 
said. He is the best man in every 
other way I could think of, but it’s 
just his southern idea that women 
ought not to have anything to do 
with voting.” 

Irate Husband Arrives, 

There was one instance of an irate 
spouse, who came in and loudly de- 
manded to see the registration stubs 
to find out if his wife had regis- 
tered. He found that she had not, 
but he was not appeased. In tones 
of ominous prophecy he said, “This 
is the day that Georgia starts to 


If this were true, she started with 
a goodly crowd ready. The suffra- 
gists were entirely pleased with the 
first day’s work and showed by their 
beaming faces the satisfaction they 
found in at last beginning to enjoy 
a taste of the fruit of their long 
and faithful labors. 

Mrs. Davison, who was not absent 
from her post at the courthouse all 
day, remarked upon the splendid 
representation which the registra- 
tion brought forth. “The women 
have been of Atlanta’s finest,” she 
said, “and proves conclusively that 
the most representative women do 
take an interest in civic questions, 
a statement that is often chal- 


lenged.” 

Mrs. Helmer and Mrs. Woodall 
were on hand all day, and both 
expressed their belief that there 
would be a heavy registration dur- 
ing the month. The estimate for 
the day had been variously placed 
up to 500, but the threatening 
weather must have kept some away, 
ses that there was no occasion for 
disappointdent.

In connection with the reported 
arrival at Harbin, Manchuria, of a 
contingent of American troops, a 
part of a force to be stationed along 
the trans-Siberian railway, the Na- 
tional Geographic society has issued 
the following bulletin: 

“In Harbin east meets west only 
to prove Kipling’s prophecy that the 
two never will blend. Harbin is the 


loophole through which the long, 
lean arm of European’ Russia 
stretched clear across a continent 
to clutch a coveted ice-free Pacific 
port, and thus precipitated the 
Russo-Japanese war. 


“American soldiers will find in 
Harbin an Oriental boom town, cos- 
mopolitan and nondescript, only ten 
years older than Gary, Ind., though 
built in a land whose history ante- 
dates the Sphinx and the Pyramids. 

“Russian and Chinese, French, Ger- 
man and Japanese are spoken there, 
but Hittle English. There are 
schools of occidental and Oriental] 
mould; Christian churches and tem- 


ples of the ancient faiths of the 
Asiatics. Even the vices of the 
east and west competed until a few 
years ago—the vodka shops vieing 
with opium dens to allure the ad- 
venturous visitor. 


“The Russians founded Harbin in 
1896 on the site of an obscure Chi- 
nese hamlet. It was built for a rail- 
way and military center. Today it 


is the Manchurtan Chicago, where 
traffic streams from Vladivostok, 
south Manchuria and Europe con- 
verge and a Far Eastern Minneapo- 
lis. with a score of modern flour 
mills attesting its importance as a 
grain center. 


“Harbin lies on the Sungari river 
to the northeast of Port Arthur. It 
is a little less distant from that port

far to the southeast. The Chinese 
Eastern railway, which is the east-

30 Per Cent Jews in Power. 

It is interesting to study just what 
per cent of the government officials 
are really Jewish. As near as I was 
able to judge at first hand, between 
30 and 40 per cent of the responsi- 
ble officials in the government are 
Jewish. Of the dozen of biggest 
men in the government only a few 
are Jews. Trotsky is a Jew, and so 
is Zinovieff, but Lenine is the son of 
a Russian landlord; Tcherin is the 
son of a Russian nobleman. Lou- 
nachavski, commissaire of education, 
is nota Jew. Neither is Tomski, 
head of the Russian professional 
unions; nor Rikov, president of the 
supreme council of _ the 
council—two of the biggest men 
the party and government. 

However, many of the subcommis- 
saires are Jews, and many of them 
have grabbed large fat motor cars. 


In Petrograd or Moscow, if one must 
jump out for a tooting automobile, 
it isa50 percent chance it is Jewish 
occupied.

LESSON 2. 


Position of the First Baseman. 

The position of first baseman in 
taking balls thrown from the infield 
is extremely important. Experiments 
of various kinds have been made by 
great first basemen, such as Anson, 
Chase, Tenney and Comiskey, always 
with the same result. 

The proper position is for the 
baseman to stand with his feet set 
slightly apart, a foot or less in front 
of the inside corner of the base, but 
not touching the bag at all. He 
should lean slightly forward on the 
balls of his feet, not enough to 
strain or tire the leg and back mus- 
cles, but in position to make a quick 
move in either direction, or a sudden 
leap forward or to his right for bat- 
ted or bunted balls. 

It is important that he should not 


stand upon the base itself, for the 
danger of catching the spikes in the

the feet are on the bag. By adopt-

In fielding a low thrown ball 
place the foot lightly upon the inner 
corner of the bag and stretch for- 
ward to meet the ball. Some base- 
men remove the foot entirely after 
making the catch, but this is dan- 
gerous, because there is not time to 
look for the base and the instant 


escaping are increased. 


'lost in missing it with the foot and 


trying again is fatal if the runner 
is fast. 

It is best, however, in fielding low 
throws to the left, when the ball is 
thrown close to the runner, to leave 
the base entirely and get the bai! 
inside the diamond before it reaches 
the runner’s path. By this the 
chances of a collision or a disastrous 
wild throw are minimized. The ad- 
vantage of a left-handed fielder in 
catching such throws is obvious as 
men of the left-handed type snatch 
the ball from in front of runn <s 
with one hand in many cases. 

On high thrown balls use both 
hands whenever possible. leaping to 
make the catch rather than tryinx 
with one hand. It it better to block 


down the ball with "two hands and

From Thousands When 
Petition Is Presented 


Effort to Have Tax on 
Athletic Goods Repealed 
Meets With Unqualified 
Support From All Over 
United States. 


By Hugh S&S. Fullerton. 

Never, until this week, did I real- 
ize the extent to which the love of 
sport extends through the people of 
America. JI was given the honor of 
carrying to Washington, to present 
to congress, a petition signed by 
almost half a million young Amer- 
ican athletes, asking congress to 
remove the tax from athletie goods 
and equipment used in sports and 
games. 

Just how many names there were 
on those petitions no one ever will 
know. Two girls counted until past 
300,000 and, with hundreds of peti- 
tions arriving from all parts of 
America, they threw up their hands 
and the place was swamped. When 
I reached Washington there was a 
wire saying that another mass of 
petitions was being forwarded. 

These petitions were clipped from 
newspapers, were sent on. printed 
forms, on cards, and hundreds upon 
hundreds of sport lovers, who heard 
the S. O. S. call to save our sports, 
had sent typewritten petitions with 
hundreds of signers. 

I counted separate petitions from 
more than 1,000 different communi- 
ties, and there must have been at 
least that many different boys’ base- 
ball teams signing the plea to con- 
gress.

The remarkable thing about the 
petition was that it was not the 
work of an organization soliciting |

large cities. It was the voluntary 
work of thousands of boys, and the 
majority of the petitioners 
from towns that would be hard to.

I expected it would not be easy, 
during the early rush of business in 
the house, to get such a petition be- 
fore the congress, but instead of 
that, I found that if the circulators 
had sent a petition onto the floor 
of the house, they could have added 
three hundred or so names to it. 
Even during the hot skirmishes on 
the suffrage bill, some of the repre- | 
sentatives were willing to slip out | 
into the corridor to talk baseball 
and boost. |

Stop Damage Wrought by 
| Rats. 


This is the “open” season for rats. 
As the sun begins to shed his mel- 
low warmth over the earth papa 
rat begins a house hunting tour for 
the purpose of finding new and com- 
fortable quarters. It doesn’t take 
him long, and one bright day he 
returns with the news that there’s 
an ideal place under the floor of the 
cornerib, or he announces that the 
new home under the corner of the 
|'poultry house is ready for the ar- 
'rival of the expected family. 

At any rate, papa rat and mama 
lIrat leave their quarters in the 
warm house which sheltered them 
during the winter and are moving 
to their summer residence. It is at 
this time that rats wreak § their 
ereatest destrucion and are hardest 
to stop. Their work is not in con- 
fined quarters. Because of this it is 
expensively destructive and it be- 
hooves farmers, and everybody else, 
to stop this work of destruction 
quickly and effectively. 

The United States department of 
agriculture recommends the use of 
traps and poisons. It says traps— 
not a trap. The great deterring 
force against the destruction of rats 
and mice has been the inclination to 
use too few traps. Large wire traps 
are recommended. To get the best 
results set the trap in the barn or 
other places frequented by rats. 
Place in ‘the trap the kind of food 
which the rats do not get easily 
night close the trap. The results 
will be surprising. 

After the trap has received a 
catch of rats it must be sterilized 
in hot water. Then change the 
bait—again using some food which 
the rats cannot easily procure—and 
set the trap again, closing all doors 
except the entrance. 

Poisons also are recommended by 
the United States department of 
agriculture. The ordinary poisons, 
‘such as strychnine, should not be 
used about a farm. It is too dan- 
‘ferous for poultry and dogs. There 


. | are &@ number of reliable proprietary 


\rat poisons on the market which 
'can be used with safety. 

In using poisons it is advisable 
| to use one which can be mixed with 
|food that will attract rats. For ex- 
ample, chop some bacon fat fine 


and mix some of tne poison with it. |

‘reached by fowls. In |
